Engineer  Olmsted  drafted  a  design  of  a 
bridge  which  met  tho  approval  of  the 
people  mostly  Interested,  and  the  bridge 
has  been  built  after  that  plan,  and  under 
the  personal  super  vision  of  Mr*  Olmsted 
Ills  an  Iron  bridge  with  plank  fioorlng 
and  rests  on,  very  substantial  stone  abut¬ 
ments*  strong  and  neatly  built.  The 
horeee  and  tnulee  that  tow  the  canal 
boats  pass  under  the  bridge  Instead  of 
over  tbe  street  as  heretofore.  The 
bridge  now  affords  a  driveway  22  fret
